The Lost Destroyers 


The court of inquiry established by the Navy Department 


has finally explained the mystery of the wrecking of several 
destroyers-off the California "coast early in September, ( with: 
the loss of 23 lives. The tragedy is attributed to errors of''judg- 
ment and faulty navigation on the part of three naval officers. 
These are the squadron commander, and the commander ad 
navigating.officer of the vessel which acted as squadrSn leader. 


"In the opinion of the court," says the report, "there is 


nothing which will excuse them from full responsibility for 
the accident. The court can see no extenuating circumstances. 


Thus there is official substantiation for the public impres- 


sion that the disaster was caused by poor navigation, which 
took the fleet of its course and into dangerous waters, and by 
poor judgment in the close formation of vessels and the high 
spee/1 at which they were running through a fog. 


After this blunt fixing of the blame, the court naturally finds 


''•'many -extenuating circumstances" regarding the individual 
captains of the stranded ships. Nevertheless, it remarks that 
"the traditions of the sea are strong, the ideals high, and the 
rules which seafaring men must set for themselves are rigid 
and hard. If a captain loses his ship, he loses his command, 
even when attending circumstances point almost entirely to 
his complete exoneration from blame. The navy can do no 
less." 


This, to the landsman seems hardly fair. Moreover, it is not 


an absolutely inviolable rule of the sea. If the approaching 
court martial finds the men at the top, guilty, as the court of 
inquiry does, it may properly reduce thi>m in rank; but why 
punish guiltless subordinates for obeying or'ders?

the radio, as we do frequently during the week and were de- 
lighted not only with the uncanny radio but also by the startl- 
ing novelty ~of our moving pictures.

Getting into the country's diplomatic service does not seem 


to be the West's favorite occupation. In recent,discussion of 
the subject it has been found that 70 men comprise the list 
of our ambassadors, members of the limitation of-armaments 
conference, members of the European debt-refunding com- 
mission and leading officials of the state department. 


Of these 70, at the present time,, 3"8 have come from states 


along' the Atlantic coast, between the capital and Portland, 
Me.; 21 of them are from the two states of New York and 
Pennsylvania; seven come from Massachusetts. 
The four 


highest official in the state department are from only two 
states—New York and Massachusetts, Oregon, Kansas, Colo- 
rado, Oklahoma and South Dakota have managed somehow 
to produce only one diplomat apiece, sending them to such 
posts as Guatemala, Siam, Finland, Nicaragua and Venezuela.
